Killing of Steve Lowery.

A oorrespondent of the New York
Merald, writing from Moss Neck Depot,
Robeson county, N, C., Ewu the fol-
lowing sccount of the shooting of the
last of the notorions band of Beuflletown
outlaws, Thomss Dutton, David Hol-
combe and MoNail Patterson, three
voung farmers, fired the shots that rid
the community of this terrible bandit,
for which they receive a reward of
£4,3200 :

The three young men above men-
tioued had been out searching for the
outlaw for several weeks past. They
were on this mission together on BSun-
duny, and sbout midnight approached a
whisky camp on MceNair's place, where
there were two wagons containing
whisky and tobaceo, l:iznnging to & man
named Burns, of I:t.\u:lull:h oounty.
Here there was quite a crowd of negroes
and u few white men drinvking anl ca-
rousing together, Among the number
was Steve Lowery, who seemed to have
been imbibing pretty freely. The youug
men approached the outlhw and began
to converse with bim, He made many
boasts of what he had done and what
he counld do, and said that he could show
more gold than any other man in Robe-
son county.

After n while the young men arose
and bade Steve good night, saying that
they were going home. After getting
well out of the range of the camp, how-
ever, they made a detour and crept up
to within twenty yards of where the
outlaw lnid. Here they remained quiet
for a long time, waiting for a shot, but
were deterred for more than an kour by
the fact that there were others near him,
Finally they all separated, and Steve
picked up a banjo and began trhum-
ming on 1t for the amusement of his
friendse, One eolored individual kept
naer to him, but the yonng men were
determined not to lose this opportunity,
and so at o given signal they all three
fired.

There was but one report from the
three guns, ‘I'be outlaw jumped from
his seat and immediately fell to the
ground desd, The negro who was near
him had his ears slightly seratched by
the shot, but wis rejoiced to find that
he was not killed. The young men then
reloaded their guns and advanced to the
dead body, which they secured and
bore away., A cart was hired and the
body placed on it and tuken to Lumber-
ton. It was then taken to the Court-
House and placed on a table in the Sher-
iff's office.

Immediately there was a wild com-
motion in the town, and the streets
were soon filled with an excited crowd
disenssing the tragedy, and all rejoicing
that the last of the outlaws had been
killed. The body was perfectly riddled
with balls and buckshot, The head was
perforated in several places, and there
were three large wounds in the heart,
any one of which would have proved
fatal.

there being found on his person when he
was killed, n Henry rifle, three pistols
and a knife with s blade about twelve
inches in length. He was about 28 or 29
years of age. Like all the rest of the
outlaws, his earthly carcer has been cut
short before he had reached the prime
of life. He is said to have beon the
most eowardly, and at the same time
the most trencherous and vindietive, of
them all,
